Speaking of the proposition for a 
ship-canal,, which is being considered 
by the canal association of greater 
New York, Mr. Raymond expressed the 
opinion that such a waterway would 
be absolutely impracticable. 
Even 
! should such a waterway be construct- 
'ed, he said, it would be aimostAmpos- 
'slble to navigate large ships on it, for 
.with a heavy wind they could not see 
[ their course. They would necessarily 
'move at a reduced speed, which would 
' add to the cost' of transportation. 
'Such a canal, he thought, would not 
be used b^ ships, bnt rather by barges, 
say of 1,000 tons capacity, since the 
.latter could Be. handled more easily 
and operated much more economical - 
ly. The proposed 1,000-ton barge canal 
[would meet- all requirements.

Yesterday was a day of extremes in 


the House. The forenoon was spent 
In tearing off yards of eloquence, and 
the afternoon was spent in hearing 
committee reports. The Daniel Web- 
sters of the Lower House4 had their 
springs of oratory stirred by the reso- 
lution which was introduced, declaring 
positively that the aforesaid members 
were unalterably opposed to the benevo- 
lent assimilation of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands by the State 'of California. For 
two 
hours the members Indulged 
In 


stately periods, lofty sentiments, ornate 
figures and solid facts. 
The whole 


thing might have been settled in fifteen 
minutes bad the members seen fit to do 
so. but it was too good an occasion, to 
let off steam. Consequently steam was 
fet off. The speakers, with but one or 
two exceptions, seemed to feel that such 
a atep would be nothing-short of politi- 
cal murder, so far as Hawaii nel was 
concerned.

Emmeluth asked if the amount to be 
voted covered the sum which would 
have to be paid for printing the Jour- 
nal. Makekau replied in the affirma- 
tive. 
Beckley suggested that a. committee 
wait upon the Senate, to find out how 
the expense bill of that body might be. 
There was danger that the Senate 
might take everything from the public 
treasury, and leave nothing for the 
lower bouse. 
Wilcox wanted to know why the

ROTORUA, June 14,-Thelr Royal High- 


nesses the Duke and Ducbees of Corn- 
wall spent an exciting but pleasant time 
at Rotorua and vicinity today. It was • 
hurry-scurry from one place Of Interest 
to another, in order to cover as many ot 
the sights as possible In the time avail- 
able, but withal the day's outing was 
most enjoyable and crammed toll.«( in- 
terest for the Royal visitors and suite, 
who were introduced to scenes of natur- 
al grandeur and phases of human life and 
character which they bad never before 
seen, and which can be witnessed la no 
other part of the world.

With land selling 
at lower prices. It Is possible for an in- 
dustrious family to purchase a small 
farm, construct^ a house and furnish a 
home. 


What shall we do' Shall we let all 


the improvement of our islands be done 
by the foreigner ? Or shall we take this 
matter In our own hands and improve 
them more by raising cattle and hogst 
Besides that, we can make our own but- 
ter Instead of getting It from the foreign 
countries. 


But before we take, up this kind of 


work we must "have some training so 
we can direct our work, but If we had 
not this kind of training we can not di- 
rect our work. In taking up such work 
as farming we must have courage fat or- 
der to succeed; if we fail at first we must 
not be discouragedXand leave the work; 
we must "keep on working tin we suc- 
ceed. 
, Dealing with this kind of work to a 
very hard -thing for us Hawailans, be- 
cause we think farming to- one of th* 
lowest forms of work that a man who 
to educated can -undertake. It Is a very 
foolish Idea for us young men to say 
that, because It IB said that "the farmer 
is the TmcTtbone of the country."

Ape Men and Tame Zebra* and A»t»- 


lopes Found. " " o ^< . 


.LONDON. June 17*—Sir Harry ^Ham- 


ilton Johnston, special , cpmmlssioner 
for. the Uganda protectorate, -haa .re- 
turned to London after an. .absence of 
two years. He brings .stortes of Ugan- 
da rivaling Henry M\ Startley-ide- 
scrlption of Darkest AfrfeS.-Sir-Harry 
relates that the country sufrotaMJlng 
Moantelgon Is totally depopulated as 
a result of tribal wans, and- is .conse- 
quently marvelously, stocked with big 
game that are as tame as English 
park deer. Zebras and antelopes can 
be approached' to within ten yards, 
and there is no -sport in;idHing them. 
Elephants and rhinoceros are 
also 


abundant, and, according'to Sir Har- 
ry, lions in Uganda are too busy, eat- 
ing hartbeest to notice a passing jsar- 
avan. The prehistoric giraffe haa,been 
discovered In this country by the'com- 
missioner, who proposes to maintain 
the region referred to as a gammal 
park. 
He photographed a race of ape men 


in the Congo forest differing entirely 
from Stanley's pygmies, and secured 
phonograph records of their language 
and music. He says that twelve varie- 
ties of rubber trees are found In this 
country in inexhaustible supply. 


Baet* Her Own Record.
